London,

called to protest against the Imprison­ 
ment of Tom Mann and his fellow syn­ 
dicalists on a charge of inciting the 
soldiers at Salford to mutiny in ease 
they were asked to protect strike 
breakers, George Bernard Shaw, the 
author and playwright, was the princi­ 
pal speaker. Shaw convulsed the audi­ 
ence with his witticisms. Premier As­ 
quith, he said, had declared it impos­ 
sible to Include a definite figure in the 
minimum wage bill. He said he could 
only declare in favor of the principle 
of the minimum wage. The gravity of 
this, said Mr. Shaw, lay in its novelty. 
Parliament had always named the 
minimum wage in the case of judges 
and more recently in the case of mem­ 
bers of the house. It would presently 
be asked to vote the king’s minimum 
wage, otherwise the civil list. 
“As­ 
quith,” said Mr. Shaw, “ would then be 
compelled to name the figure and 
merely declare in favor of the prin­ 
ciple of the civil list. The king would 
not know whether he was going to get 
five million or half a million pounds. 
Suppose, then, the king should strike. 
If I appealed to the soldiers not to 
shoot him I would be liable to penal 
servitude for life. 
If I urged them to 
shoot him I could be beheaded for 
treason. 
This is the sort of dilemma 
we meet when we begin playing tricks 
with things of this kind.” 
Dealing with Tom Mann’s appeal to 
the soldiers not to shoot their work­ 
men comrades, Shaw said the latter 
rather deserved to be shot for consent­ 
ing to work in a mine for five shillings 
a day and allowing boys to do the 
same work for two shillings. 
“ Sup­ 
pose,” said Mr. Shaw, “that a soldier 
in obeying an order to fire uninten­ 
tionally shot his mother. He must not 
indulge in vain, sentimental regrets, 
but say, ‘Served the old girl right; 
God save the king!’ ”

London, April 4.—That the English 
coal strike would come to an end in a 
short time was predicted by Albert 
Stanley, a miners’ leader and a mem­ 
ber of the house of commons, in a 
speech at Cannock Chase, in Stafford­ 
shire. 
He told the miners who as­ 
sembled to hear him that it was now 
impossible to secure the necessary 
two-thirds majority of the strikers in 
favor of the continuance of the strike. 
As Mr. Stanley has access to the 
figures of the miners’ vote and knows 
the intention of the Miners’ Federa­ 
tion, his statement may be taken as
